G.S.R. 240(E).—fn exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (2) of 
section 12 of the Wakf Act, 1995 (43 of J 1995), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules to amend the Central Wakf Council Rules, 1998, 
namely:- 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Wakf Council (Amendment) 
Rules, 2012. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Central Wakf Council Rules, 1998 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), in rule 2, after clause (c), the following clause shall be inserted, namely:- 

‘(ca) “employee” means an employee of the Council; 5 . 

3. In the said rules, in rule 7,- 

(i) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rules shall be substituted, namely:- 

“(1) There shall be a Secretary to the Council, who shall be a 
Muslim; 

(1A) The Chairperson shall make appointment to the post of 
Secretary, which shall be equivalent to a Group A post of the Central 
Government, on such terms and conditions as may be determined by the 
Central Government.”. 

(ii) in sub-rule (2), for the word “staff 5 , the word “employees” shall be 
substituted. 

4. In the said rules, in rule 9,- 

(i) in sub-rule (1), the words “at least ten days in advance” shall be inserted 
at the end; 

(ii) in sub-rule (3), for the words “there is quorum present”, the words “a 
quorum exists” shall be substituted; 

(iii) for sub-rule (4), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:- 

“(4) The Chairperson or in his absence, any member of the Council 
present, as is decided by the Council, shall preside over the meeting of the 
Council.”; 
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(iv) in sub-rule (6), for the word “person”, the word “member” shall be 
substituted;

“(8) The minutes of the meeting shall be recorded by the Secretary 
and circulated to the members, within a period of ten days after the approval 
of the Chairperson.”. 


5. In the said rules, for rule 13, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:- 

“13. Recruitment and service conditions of Secretary and employees of the 
Council.- (1) The Council shall, from time to time, recommend for the creation of 
such posts to the Central Government for approval as are necessary for the efficient 
performance of the functions of the Council. 


(2) The Chairperson shall make appointments to the posts of the Council, which 
shall be equivalent to Group A and Group B posts of the Central Government, on 
such terms and conditions as may be determined by the Central Government. 

(3) The Secretary shall make appointments to the posts of the Council, which 
shall be equivalent to Group C posts of the Central Government, on such terms and 
conditions as may be determined by the Centra! Government. 


(4) The appointing authority of the employees of the Council shall be the 
disciplinary authority and shall be competent to impose all kinds of punishments 
including dismissal as per the Central Civil Services (Classification, Control and 
Appeal) Rules, 1965, as amended from time to time. 


(5) In case of disciplinary proceedings against the employees of the Council, 
where the disciplinary authority is the Chairperson, the Council shall be the 
appellate authority and where the disciplinary authority is the Secretary, the 
Chairperson shall be the appellate authority. 

(6) Except as otherwise provided by the Central Government, the scales of pay 
and terms and conditions of service of the various posts of the Council shall be the 
same as are applicable to the officers and other employees of the equivalent rank 
holding posts with corresponding scales of pay under the Central Government.”. 

6. Rules 18 and 19 of the said rules shall be omitted.
